Applicants argue that: 

1 . The WlPO publication discloses a metod of preparing oligosaccharide compounds by reaction of a donor compound and an acceptor 
compound in the presence of glycosidase. 

2. The Carbohydrate Reference fails to show the method claimed herein. 

3. The instant claims are drawn to a method of producing a lactosamine containing compound with a beta 1,4- linkage by reacting a donor 
substance such as galactose or a compound represented by the generic formula Galbeta-OR and at least one acceptor compound which is 
a glucopyranoseamino compound in the presence of a glycosidase or Bulleria singularis or disintegrated cells thereof. This is not disclosed 
or described in the reference. The method of the present invention is directed to a particular subject matter whereas the Carbohydrate 
Research article is not directed to production of a particular substance. 

Applicants arguments are not found to be persuasive. 

The WlPO document teaches the synthesis of lactosamine containing compound (examples 2-3) as instantly claimed. It also has beta-1 ,4- 
links. The method also used the reaction of a donor compound with an acceptor compound as instantly claimed. The only thing not taught 
is an example wherein the glucosamine acceptor that has NR" as azido and N-phthalimido and R"" as thioethyl and thiophenyl. However, 
one fo skill in the art knows that these groups are protecting groups on the nitrogen and are well know substitutions. The important step 
here is the reaction between a donor and an acceptor catalyzed by glycosidase and this is seen to be taught in the prior art of record. The 
prior art may not teach exactly the same donors and acceptors. But one of skill in the art will recognize that the scheme taught by the prior 
art can be used to make the compound as instantly claimed. This is well within the skill level of the artisan. 
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
